Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, May 3 : 

Week ended May 1. Bills of health granted to 6 vessels clearing 
for the United States. The British steamship Malinche, bound from 
Progreso, Mexico, to New Orleans, via Cardenas, Caibarien, and 
Matanzas, was fumigated at this port April 25, when about to 
leave for her port of destination. This vessel was not fumigated on 
leaving Progreso, and was held in quarantine by the Cuban authorities 
at every port she touched. No sickness had developed on board up 
to the time of her inspection. 

Two new medical officers with residence in Matanzas, have been 
appointed by the secretary of sanitation for the inspection of the 
sanitary condition of the different towns of this province when so 
ordered by the director of sanitation. The}'^ report satisfactory 
conditions from every place inspected.

Week ended April 24. Bills of health issued to 8 vessels bound 
for the United States and its dependencies.
